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During  the  j^ear  1910  we  have  built  about  900  feet  of 
crushed  stone  walks.  The  greater  part  of  this  was  6  feet  of 
wide  and  nearly  200  feet  was  made  with  stone  curbing  on  the 
road  side.  From  our  experience  of  last  year  it  was  thought 
best  to  use  crushed  stone  entirely  for  what  new  construction 
we  made,  as  the  ash  walks  have  not  proved  at  all  satisfactory 
in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  sidewalks  are  most  needed.  We 
are  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  S.  Stone  for  a  donation  of  nearly  100 
feet  stone  for  curbing,  and  also  to  the  Boys'  Club  of  the  Bap- 
tist society,  who  paid  one-half  the  expense  of  building  the 
sidewalks  in  front  of  the  church. 

Much  care  has  been  taken  to  keep  the  turf  and  walks  on 
the  common  well  mowed  and  trimmed  and  the  litter  raked 
up,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  an  increasing  tendency  to  use 
it,  both  by  our  townspeople  and  visitors,  for  walking  and  read- 
ing. 

Let  us  all  take  the  same  pride  in  its  care  that  we  should 
in  our  own  yard  and  aid  the  caretaker  by  not  thoughtlessly 
scattering  papers  and  rubbish  about  on  the  grass.

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The  pupils  in  town  are  unusually  well  divided  up  among 
the  different  schools;  the  only  large  school  having  but  forty- 
two  pupils  at  present.  Relief  in  this  school  was  gained  by 
the  action  of  the  school  board  in  making  the  age  of  admission 
six  years  instead  of  five,  and  allow^ing  pupils  to  begin  their 
school  life  only  in  September.  This  rule  is  not  only  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  our  schools,  but  I  believe  that  as  great  a  gain  will 
come  to  the  average  child  in  being  allowed  a  year  more  of  free 
child  life  before   beginning  school  work. 

The  attendance  during  the  present  year  has  been  excellent 
but  I  do  not  consider  it  satisfactory  as  long  as  parents  allow 
their  children  to  be  absent  for  trivial  reasons,  contrary  to  law 
and  to  the  detriment  of  the  child  and  the  school.  Probably 
more  than  half  our  absences  and  a  few  of  our  tardinesses  are 
necessary,  but  the  rest  might  be  avoided  if  the  parents  real- 
ized the  importance  of  regularity  and  punctuality  in  the  lives 
of  their  children. 

Below  is  a  list  of  the  schools  showing  the  percentage  of 
attendance  and  the  numl)er  of  tardinesses  for  the  first  twenty 
weeks  of  this  year,  also  the  same  facts  for  last  year,  arranged 
in  order  of  excellence  in  attendance.

The  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  village  and  Depot 
schools  is  excellent,  and  the  furnaces  which  have  been  installed 
will  be  a  benefit,  both  in  the  above  mentioned  respects,  and  in 
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eonvL'uieuce.  While  there  has  been  some  difficulty  in  their 
operation,  their  efficiency  has  been  demonstrated  and  entirely 
salisi'actory  results  may  be  expected. 

Our  school  buildings  are  in  reasonably  good  repair  and 
nearly  (nery  school  room  is  in  good  condition,  but  it  seems  to 
me  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  more  frequent  clean- 
ing of  schoolhouses.  Once  each  term  Avould  surely  not  be  too 
often  for  washing  all  Moors  in  school  rooms,  entries  and  out- 
buildings. Unless  our  standards  of  cleanliness  are  as  high  for 
our  school  buildings  as  for  our  homes  there  is  little  use  for 
teacliers  to  try  to  teach  the  subjects  of  sanitation  and  hygiene 
to  pupils  who  are  being  taught  by  example  that  their  elders 
do  not  consider  these  principles  of  importance. 

A  school  exanunation  of  vision  and  hearing  has  been  made 
by  the  teachers  and,  where  possible,  pupils  have  been  so  seated 
as  to  lesson  the  inconvenience  of  such  defects  as  have  been 
found. 

More  satisfactoiy  results  in  music  would  be  obtained  if 
the  supervisor  were  to  continue  her  visits  throughout  the  year. 
At  present  no  visits  are  made  to  the  schools  during  the  winter 
term,  and  part  of  the  spring  term  is  needed  to  get  back  into 
good  working  relations. 

Additions  to  the  supplementary  reading  material  have 
been  made  during  the  year  and  uniform  books  in  arithmetic 
are  in  use  in  all  schools.  The  sets  of  readers  are  transferred 
from  school  to  school,  so  that  the  greatest  possible  use  is  made 
of  all  available  material. 

If  drawing  can  be  introduced  into  the  schools  under  the 
direction  of  the  supervisor  of  music,  who  is  also  qualified  to 
supervise  drawing,  without  extra  expense  except  for  material, 
I  think  it  will  be  wise  to  arrange  for  its  introduction.  I  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  Ave  need  better  teaching,  not  more  subjects  to 
teach,  but  conceptions  of  form  and  color  and  ability  to  express 
such  conceptions  are  an  essential  part  of  a  child's  education. 

In  several  schools  the  blackboards  are  in  a  very  unsatis- 
factory condition  and  ought  to  be  replaced  by  slate  boards.     I 

F  13 
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would  urge  that  at  least  some  slate  boards  be  purchased  for 
the  No.  10  school  and  the  primary  school  at  the  Depot.  The 
initial  cost  is  a  little  more,  but  the  advantages  of  durability 
and  better  writing  surface  outweighs  that  consideration.

Sight- 
singing,  transposing  and  written  work  is  carried  on. 

After  the  fall  term  my  visits  were  discontinued  but  the 
teachers  have  gone  on  with  work  based  upon  outlines  presented 
by  the  supervisor.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 


During  the  past  year  there  have  been  two  cases  of  diph- 
theria and  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  Fitzwilliam. 

In  all  instances  the  houses  were  placarded  and  every  pre- 
caution taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

All  recovered  and  the  houses  were  thoroughly  fumigated. 
The  schoolhouses  at  village  and  depot  were  also  fumigated 
as  a  precautionary  measure,  as  we  were  unable  to  locate  the 
source  from  which  the  diseases  were  contracted. 

One  house  was  fumigated  on  account  of  a  death  from  tu- 
berculosis having  occurred.

Art.  6. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  to  purchase  a  new 
road  machine. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  determine  the  price  to  be 
paid  for  teams  for  highway  work. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
apply  for  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  high- 
ways. 
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Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  to  build  a  new  water 
tank  near  the  town  hall  for  fire  protection. 

Art.  11. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  electric  lights. 

Art.  12. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  acquiring  land  for  a  new  cemetery. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  an  iron  cell  for  the  lockup. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  town 
clerk  to  furnish  the  selectmen  a  list  of  all  dogs  licensed  by  him 
the  previous  year  and  that  the  list  shall  be  printed  in  the  an- 
nual town  report  of  each  year.
